Capital Punishment.— While several States 
have made strenuous efforts of late years, to 
abolish capital punishment altogether, the Leg¬ 
islature of Georgia is now endeavoring to ex¬ 
tend this penalty to other crimes than murder 
and arson. Two bills have ^>een introduced, 
with a view to make both night burglary and 
robbery by force capital offences; but each 
has failed in the Senate. They have, however, 
been amended so as to make the punishment 
twenty years in the penitentiary, at the discre¬ 
tion of the court.

Merry Christinas. 

A “Merry Christmas” to all our readers ! 
Bright skies, happy homes, smiling faces, cheer¬ 
ful hearts—these should make merry Christmas 
times around every family hearth-stone, and 
open new fountains of happiness in every heart. 
It matters not whether our Suviour was bom 
on the night before the 25th of December; it is 
enough to know that the occasion is celebrated 
in all civilized countries as Christmas, and that 
people engage as earnestly in its observance as 
though its appropriateness was beyond a doubt. 
It is not reasonable to accept the story that 
shepherds watched their flocks at night on 
the plains of Judea, so late in the season as 
the 25th of December. At this day flocks are 
not kept during the night in thc fields of Pal¬ 
estine in mid-Winter. Some chronologers 
place our Saviour’s birth as early as September, 
which seems more consistent with the circum¬ 
stances attending it. If we are to receive his¬ 
torical accounts of Festivals as fact, the time 
now celebrated as Christmas was observed 
as a holiday for more than a thousand years 
before the advent of Christ. The ancient Ho¬ 
mans held a feast about this time, the Druids 
decked their houses with evergreens and heath¬ 
en temples were ornamented with various de¬ 
signs, while feasting and festivity prevailed 
among all classes. These bacchanal festivals 
were turned to a more serious account on thc 
introduction of Christianity. The Athenians, 
Romans, and all the nations of Northern Eu¬ 
rope adopted the superstitious notions of the 
early defender of the faith, making the occasion 
one of religious observance instead of unre¬ 
strained revelry. At a later day the idea of 
St. Nicholas making his annual visit to child¬ 
ren’s stockings was incorporated into the no¬ 
tions about Christmas. But St. Nicholas’ day 
is properly on the 6 th of the month. He was 
the patron of children, and young maidens 
were directly under his protection. Thc Dutch 
originated thc story of his coming in at thc 
■window or down the chimney, when all the 
good boys and girls were asleep, and filling 
their stocking with all sorts of toys and pres¬ 
ents. Before the children retired it was cus¬ 
tomary for the Germans to relate fairy stories 
to tliem, in order to prepare their minds for be¬ 
lieving that Santa Claus would make them a 
visit at midnight. The Dutch usually; conse¬ 
crated a boy-bishop at this time, who contin¬ 
ued in office till the twenty-eighth of the month. 
In 867 an attempt was made at Constantinople 
to prohibit this custom, but the reformers did 
not succeed until 1542. 

The manner of celebrating Christmas in thc 
olden time was varied by different nations.— 
All, however, attached a veneration to thc oc¬ 
casion which the people of the present day do 
not. Their superstitious ideas were equal to 
their veneration. They attached great conse¬ 
quence to the days of the week on whieh 
Christmas came. Some days were considered 
unfortunate, while others were supposed to en¬ 
sure good luck and general prosperity. Sat¬ 
urday was considered a very unlucky day, and 
an old-time poet enumerates the various calam¬ 
ities which would happen in consequence as 
follows : 

“Yf Crystmas on the Saturday falle 
That wynter ys to be dredden alle, 

Hyt shall be so fulle of grete tempeste 
That hyt shall sle both man and beste ; 

Frute and come shall fayle grete won 
And oldefolke dyen many on ; 

What women that day of chylde travayle, 
They shall be borne in grete perelle. 

And chyldren that be borne that day, 

Within half a yere, they shall dye, par fay, 
The somer then shall wetc ryght yllc ; 

If thou awght stele, hyt shall thee’spylle ; 
Thou dyest yf sekencs take thee.” 

Well, Christmas is here! Let each and every 
one celebrate it as it seemeth best. We shall 
all feel better, and be made better if we observe 
it in a way to develope our social natures.— 
Though the air freezes, without let our hearts 
and firesides be warm, our tempers cheerful, 
our souls happy. 

“Heap on more wood ! the air is chill; 

But let it whistle as it will, 

We'll keep our Christmas merry still.” 

Another Description or Jeddo. —In a let¬ 
ter from Mr. Harris, our Consul-General at 
Japan, he writes as follows of the Capitol of 
the Empire: 

Jeddo is a large city of two-story wooden 
buildings. The streets are generally wide and 
well sewered, but are not paved. It is proba¬ 
ble that the population is between 1,500,000 
and 2,000,000. There is neither beauty nor 
splendor to be found there. Thc exterior of 
the houses is the same as those you saw’ at Si- 
moda and Kanagawa, and the interiors are quite 
as destitute of furniture or ornament. Even 
the palace of the Emperor is built of unpaint- 
cd wood, and is equally bare of any furniture. 
The golden columns and roofs spoken of by old 
writers have vanished, if they ever existed, and 
I am assured by the Japanese their buildings 
and modes of living arc precisely the same they 
have been for the last five hundred years. 

Cable once more. —On Monday last 
Cyrus W. Field received from Newfoundland 
a dispatch, stating that on Saturday last some 
ver.y good currents were received over the At¬ 
lanta: Cable, and the word “Henley” was dis¬ 
tinctly recognized, at about the hour when, ac¬ 
cording to. the advice received by the Arabia, 
Mr. Henley’s large machine was to have been 
working.
